Mr. Straus, who hM introduced 
more good bills that any other mom- 
het of the House, is now trying to se- 
cure the passage of a whipping-post 
bill. It provides that wife beators 
and thieves who stesi less than |25 
shall be punished by the infliction of 
1(9 stripes upon their bare backs. This 
is a good bill and its passage will not 
only save the State thousands of 
dollars by lessening the nuiiihcrof 
convict.ii, but it will do a great deal 
towards putting a stop lo steal- 
ing. Of course there will be chicken- 
hearted sentimentalists to cry out 
against the ■'relic of barbarism," but 
we hope to see the bill become a law. 
There is about as much "barbarity" 
ill the couutry nowadays as there has 
ovor been and there is a crying de- 
mand for "barbarous" remedies to 
put a stop to some of It. 



Wonder if it lias ever occurred to 
llio Legislature tliat it miglit save the 
State 1138 a day by reducing the per 
diem of members from $6 to |4 ? U f 
the 38 states 9 pay Legislators by the 
session, 7 pay $6 end over and 22 pay 
from |1 to (4 per day. It seems that 
while the General Assembly' Is look' 
ing up measures to out exiienses that 
a bill reducing their own pay to 14 
would be a step in the right direction. 
But a still better bill would be one 
making tlie pay for the session |24&— 
14 a day for 60 days.

I append a few items berewitb 
which, if yonr paper is not too much 
crowded with more Important news, 
you might And a little tpace for. 
News Iieins are rather scarce at pres- 
ent as people are attending more to 
their farming operations now than 
anything elso. Much plant grouud 
has been sown and all arc making 
preparations for a large acreage of to- 
bacco. Most farmers lu this vicinity 
are canvasing tbeir plant beds. How 
our i,'raiiit-fatlier8 would have laugh- 
ed at such an idea ! Hut the motto of 
the present ilay is "progress." Farm 
ing in by gone days was a kind of 
"go as you please," "bit or miss" busi- 
uess aud a man was satisfied with 
small returns, land was worked until 
worn out and then new land was 
cleared aud the old turned out, but 
in IhcM days of progressive farming 
with costly machinery, patent Artil 
izersand improved appliances of all 
kinds it ia looked upon more as a 
business venture and the outlay is 
considered, and loss and gain careful' 
ly counted. There is as much msrked 
improvement in farming as any oth- 
er operation in tlio world. 

The warm spring weather recently 
was very productive o( grass and 
candidates. Our now precinct here 
(No. is actually burdened with 
candidates for magistrate ; thero are 
as yet but two for coiislabie but very 
likely nioi'o to follow. Get on the 
track boys but reiiieiitber somebody 
must bo ditched, but as tlio sleeping 
fox catches no poultry, even so tlie 
sleeping candidate catches no votes. 

I learn that there is an organi/.a 
tion of Ihe Knights of Labor in Hop- 
kinsvilie. Weil* I am a laboring 
man and as snch my sympathies aro 
with tlie laboring men, but I am 
afraid these same Knights of Labor 
are going to prove the truth of the 
old adage: '^ive the devti rope 
enough and he wiii hang himself. 
It is natural for men to rebel aud 
strike for iustiee but that is no jnsti- 
llcation of the destruction of proper- 
ty. No donbt railroad coiiipaiiies 
aud other corporations are oppressive 
on their employes, but that docs not 
give the employes, tlio right lo de- 
stroy the company's bridges, engines, 
etc.. Again it would be well enough 
to know tliat tlie employer is able 
pay more wages before demanding 
more, aud tlien be careful not to do 
mand cxec^Blve pay. A man should 
have all his labor is worth aud no

To TllK HlM TI! KKNTi rKl.VN : 

'l lie Srimlc did lillle llie iin>t week 
other thau to discuss the Eiiinunds 
resolutions, which were passed late 
In the night of Friday. All three 
resolutions were passed In- an almost 
strictly party vole. The first one 
was oil adopiing the report of the 
.Iiidiciai y (,'oniniitlce ; llie other con- 
demning the course of the Allorni y 
General in refusing to give informa- 
tion called for by the Senate ; the 
Ihinl declaring that the Senate would 
iiol niiilinii an apiioinlnient where 
oiipris called for should be refused. 
Kill lleberger, Van Wyck and Mitch- 
ell, (if Oregon, llepubilcans, voted 
against the last, and iiiddleberger de- 
clined 10 vote 6u the others. Although 
the nij:lil session was a late one the 
galli i ii's were packed until the Sen- 
ale adjourned, and excitement on the 
floor and in the galleries was Intense. 

Tlie time of the (louse was oceupl- 
cd witli misccllaneons matters, none 
of which were of genci al public inter- 
est. Many of the members arc great- 
ly incensed at the Cdtninillee on Ed- 
ucation pocketing tho Educational 
Hill which passed the Senate. About 
fifty members have held an indigna- 
tion meeting and directed Mr. Willis, 
of Kentucky, to Introtlucc a bill send- 
ing the iiialter to another committee 
ih in the Educational Committer. Tho 
bill has many ardent supporters in 
the House, many of them being from 
the South. 

The (i|)eiiing prayer in the House 
is i,'rUi]i;.' to lie such an inleresliiig 
e.\ercise that more members are now 
found alluding to theirdlvinedulies 
than has been the case (or years back. 
The blind preacher, Milburn, instead 
of following set pravcrs wliich had 
begun to be looked upon as iiieaninL'- 
lets, makes his divine iiivocalioiin re- 
late to national questions atl'ecling 
the perpetuation of our Republican 
form of Gorernment. They are not 
sensational In character, but are point- 
ed and such awaken the greatest con- 
cern among members. On Tliurs- 
d ly he prayed tliat llie educated 
and iutuliigent people of this 
country might be made to 
coropi-ehond that there can l>e no 
aristocracy or privileged class built 
upon the fable of blood, but that our 
best society must be the growth of 
sound brains, and learned, not from 
the dancing master nor in courls of 
princes, but iu the school of self re- 
liance. It has heretofure been the 
custom to omit printing in theliccord 
the opening jn ayer, but on motion of 
Mr. Butterworth it was ordered that 
the prayer be printed. ' 

It would bo well if something 
could be done lo revive the spirit ol 
divine reverence in llio Senate as 
there seems to be considerable liike- 
wariiiiiess lliere. Ou 'i'liiusday llicie 
were but three Senators present when 
the Senate was opened— two Demo- 
crats and one Bepublioan. This is of 
common occurrence although the 
Democrats are not always the most 
devout. 

Our tiovernment is in possession of 
many papers of valuable historic In- 
terest not accessible to the public be- 
cause tlie originals are locked up In 
the tiled walls of the various depart- 
ments, aud their existence known to 
only a conipaiatively few. Among 
them arc the Franklin and the llo- 
chainbeau, and other equally inter- 
esting manuscript papers. Senator 
Hoar thinks that these papers ought 
to be put in such form thai they can 
be placed in tho public libraries and 
schools of learning throughout the 
country, and with that end iu view, 
has had reported favorably from the 
the Library Committee a bill ap. 
pointing a Commission composed of 
the Secretary of State, the Librarian 
of Congress, and the Seci elai y ul the 
Sniithsoiiiau Institution, to examine 
these papers and report the best 
method of publishing the same. 

Speculation is already rife as to the 
Presideul's plans for the snniiner, 
but it may be said authoritativelv 
that nothing definite has yet bccii 
decided on. The cottage at the Sol- 
dier's Home, which has always since 
the war been reserved for the use of 
1 he President, is being jiainlcd and 
renovated and generally oveili;uiled. 

This has been accepted by some as 
showing the Prcsideut's intention to 
occupy it this summer, but to the 
"knowing ones" it means nothing 
more than a desire on the part of tho 
Superintendent of the llomu to have 
the house Iu as good looking order as 
the homes of the oflluers slatiuned 
there. The probability is that the 
President will spend some part of 
ths summer in the woods of his own 
Stato, aiidiriic liiids that the con- 
stant pressure on his nervous pow- 
ers necessitates a change of scenes 
and air it is more than iirobable that 
he will varv tbe monotony of official 
duties by snort excursions to the cot- 
tage at the Home. 

The Senate Committee having re- 
ported adversely on tho nomination 
of the colored man Matthews for 
Recorder of Deeds for tho District, 
a committee of District Democrats 
called on tho President to induce him 
to withdraw tho nomination. The 
President listened attentively, as 
nsiial, aud then informed the eoiii- 
mittee tbat he would not withdraw 
the nomination, as Matthews was a 
good man and had served his party 
well. He seemed lo think that the 
District people had been iustrumeut- 
al in getting the nomination re|iorted 
adversely, and so told them that he 
had done more for them thau any 
previous President, and that as long 
as they could not agree among thcni- 
selves he would do the best he could, 
with all the light he could possibly 
obtain, in selecting good men for the 
offices. The President is evidently 
tired of visiting committees, and is 
determined that the nnreasonalile de- 
mands of applicants for office shall 
not iiionopoli/.c so much of liistiine 
and thoughts as to break down his 
health as they liave tbat of Secretary 
Manning. ll. 



A GREAT PROBLEM. 

X now Can I Slake My Farm Piij?"— WUe 
Stifroetloae bj a nurmer. 

This is a question that many thought- 
ful fanners are asking themselves^wlth. 
out any definite answer.' With nil farm 
products unusually low, and labor us 
high as ever known (except durin* tlie 
wur), It would look as If failure tomaks 
the farm pay expenses, to say notliing 
about a profit, must be the inevitable 
result. It is better to look at whatever 
difllcnltles we have to oneountor, aud 
to reallxe their full aiagnitnde, thau to 
make liglifc of them, and finally ineH 
them. That produce is low iiiul liib ir 
high, are (acts wo can nut ciianj;'u as 
indivldnal farmers. But by being wide- 
awake to every thing connected with 
our calling, we can do imich to c'lange 
the eiioumstances, so Ihiit we c;in .see 
a profit in the near future, if not at 
present. Let us bear in mind that the 
same problem confronts every business 
man at times— liow shnll I pay ex- 
penses, and, if possible, make profit ? 

The first remedy I would suggest, is 
to farm more on a plan— to autioiiiate 
a coming demand for certain articles 
of produce, and have them ready (or 
sale at the right time. When every 
(armor is engaged in producing some 
particular proiTnct, it is then too late. 
The only way by which wo can intelli- 
gently anticipate a demand, is by load- 
ing carefnlly the (acts in reganl to it, 
and these at pre.«ent are (ar in ndvanee 
of what our f:ithi'i> had to ;xiiide thein. 
To illustrate, as far as we are enabled 
to judge from all the information at 
hand. It would be sa(c for any farmer 
who has had cxjierienee, and has suita- 
bh' feed (or which lie Ims no particular 
use, to invest mmleratuly iu sheep — 
and this applies as well to many otiier 
things. One argument is, they are 
cheap; another, that a (arm upon 
which .slici'p are made .s specialty can 
he carried on with less h(.lp than any 
other. The only way to lower tho 
prioe of labor, is to lefim Ike demand. 

Wo are too niiich inclined to plan as 
our (athcis pluniu d. Thii will not do; 
the world has moved, things have 
cliHUgeil, living expenses are much 
more. "Taxes arc on the increase every 
year, and we must have more to sell to 
meet tliein, or fniliire will be the re- 
sult. H we ninal employ hio;h-priced 
labor, let us study to have It well-di- 
ivoted, not running to waste here aud 
there. It is well known that some men 
will accomplish miieh more work with 
the same help than .others, and the 
reiison is, they make every move toll, 
lint wc must iiot be "penny wise and 
miaud foolish''— all the well directed 
tabor necessary to perfoim the work on 
the fiinii, in a workmanlike manner. 
inu.4 be employed; anything short of 
this is a waste o( what is emnloycd. 

Lot the bills for labor be light from 
the 1st of Ueoembortolhelstof March. 
The days are short, many of them 
stonnv. and we need very little help to- 
sit bv the lire and read our papers. I'uo 
much help is a hindrance at such a 
time; but to ouisdves the stormy day 
may bo turned lo good account. 

My oxpeneiice of more than thirty 
years on one (arm. has taught me that, 
with scarcely an exception, there 
comes a tiiiio every season when all the 
operations on the (arm- tlie plowing 
Mild sowing, the planting and hoeing, 
reaping and thre.siiing— can bo carried 
on iinoer favorable circumstances aud 
eondilions. It may come early, it may 
come late; but it is ahiwst .«irc to cotnc. 
and the grand thing is to be ready 
wiieii it lioes come, and ;.»s/i as i( every 
day were the last. In this way wo 
oconomi/.c labor, lessen the demand 
and lower the price. It is folly to com- 
plain about high wages as long as the 
demiuid is what it is at present. A 
laboring man hii.-. a rigid to make all 
he can out of his labor. In one sense, 
labor Is a commodity; i( tho demand is 
good, the price must be hii;h and tho 
poor Iniiu who has only the work o( 
his liiiiids lo disijose of. sliould not ba 
blamed If he tries to get the (ull price 
that his labor oan be made to command. 

!3o much for lowering expenses. 
Now, how shall wo raise tlie price o( 
products? To coniliiiie lo hold a cit- 
tain product for a stipulated price is a 
failure; there eon be no concert o( ac- 
tion—too groat a variety o( opinion. 
Itiil it neecis no concert of action (or a 
fanner to detcrmino that lie will raiso 
a bettor article than liis neighbor, aud 
in tills way obtain a belter price, and 
conscipieiitly more profit Wo fail to 
realiiie that in the littlo.extra price the 
profit comes in. Many farmers are 
never satisfied; no maltiT what the 

Erice, they are .ilway.s liolding for a 
ettor one. I have always found it 
safe to sell any ero)) wh«n it was ready 
(or market and tho buyers were want- 
ing it. Tlie time to sell anything is 
when yon liiive a buyer; "the proper 
time to set a hen is when she wants to 
sit" 'X'lie great trouble with the aver- 
age (armor Is waiting in all things fur 
a more fiivorablo opportunity. The 
skriiil<Hge on a crop o( grain that 
might bo sold in the fall, by holding it 
unal spring or later, by hMS fai weight 
and destnictlon by rats and mloe ami 
other causes, is far more than most 
farmers realize. The keeping ot a 
horse or horses (or which yon nave no 
use— every year they live getting loss 
valuable— holding on simply because 
not offered all you think they are 
worth, is folly. Better make your 
buyer a prasont of a few dollars, than 
waste the amount of feed and caro on 
the horse.— Cor. Country aenlletnan>
